SIRDAR K.M. PANIKKAR | 


One of the key 
Asian politics today is that of 
Indian’ Ambassador in Com- 
munist China, It has always 
been the ambition of Congress 
India to act as the bridge be- 
tween East and West. To 
effect this, India must firdt 
come to terms with China, 
and here lies the opportunity 
for the Indian Ambassador in 
Peking. 


Fortunately the holder of this 
key post js equal to its respon- 
sibilities. The Ambassador {s as 
extraordinary no figure.as his mis« 
sion Is Welghty. His name is K. 
M. Panikkar, and he is one of the 
most remarkoble figures which 
this gencration ‘has ‘produced, not 
only in India, or in Asia, but in 
the world, ;
